The holdup occurred shortly 
after a man entered the bank 
lobby and told an employe he 
had just hit her car in the park­ 
ing lot.

at her back and forced her to

back in the

through a locked rear door.

The FBI at Indianapolis said 
the brothers would be given a 


hearing in a federal court at 
Evansville later Friday on fed­ 
eral bank robbery charges. 
At Indianapolis, a lone gun­ 
man held up an Indiana Na­ 
tional Bank branch across the 
street from the Statehouse and 
within view of Governor Bow­ 
en’s office, taking $2.658 in a 
brown bag from a teller while 
customers didn’t even realize 
there was a holdup in progress.

And 
even more startling is the fact 
that 516 homes in this county 
have neither bathtub or shower. 
On the other end of the scale, 
there are some 860 housing 
units that contain mechanical 
dishwashers.

— There was no standout favor­ 
ite today as former winners La­ 
fayette and Franklin and once- 
befttills Jeffersonville and Fort 
Wayne Northrop vied for the 
Indiana high school basketball 
crown.

Franklin was the only tourney 
finalist repeating from last 


year. The Grizzly Cubs sought 
to avenge a 14-point loss to 
Jeffersonville’s South Central 
Conference champions early in 
the season. 
Northrop went into the three- 
game showdown with a 24-game 
winning streak and. a 26-1 .rec­ 
ord. Jeffersonville boasted a 
25-1 mark and an 18-game 
string. 
Lafayette wtas 22-4, 
Franklin 21*5. 
The coaches agreed it was 
strictly a “toss-up” finals. Al­ 
though some observers tabbed 
Jeffersonville and Northrop as 
afternoon favorites because of 
their sparkling records, the 
coaches felt records and ratings 
were meaningless with the state 
title at sake... 
“We think we’re the best 
team and we’re out to pro vie it,” 
said Northrop’s Bob Dille, “but 
we’re not taking Lafayette 
lightly.

A WEEKLY HOOSIER HISTORICAL COLUMN

Ru s h 
County’s 
political 
history shows it has produced 
some notable political figures. 
There was Wendell L. Willkie, 
James E. Watson and Samuel 
Bigger, 'the seventh governor of 
Indiana. 
Samuel Bigger was born in 
Warren County, Ohio on March 
20, 1802. His father, Colonel 
John 
B i g g e r 
was 
a 
Revolutionary War soldier and 
had served for twenty years in 
the Ohio state legislature. 
Son Samuel was too frail to 
follow 
the 
family’s 
farming 
tradition. So his father prepared 
h im 
for 
college. 
After 
g r a d u a t i o n from Ohio’s 
'university at Athens, Samuel 
Bigger opened a law practice 
at Lebanon, Ohio. In 1829 he 
came 
to 
Indiana 
to 
begin 
practicing law at Liberty where 
on May 25, 1830 he married 
Miss Ellen Willi a mson. Shortly 
thereafter he moved to Rush­ 
ville where he practiced law in 
partnership with O. H. Smith. 
The Bigger residence was on 
east Sixth 
Street 
near 
the 
present Vogel Greenhouse, The 
future governor was an active 
Presbyterian .serving 
as, 
an. 
Elder in the First Church and 
Choir Director as well His first 
love, .however, was politics. 
He was a Whig, elected to 
tiie state legislature in 1834 and 
again 
in 
1.835'. 
Immediately 
after 
his 
election 
he 
was 
nominated for Speaker of the 
House. It took six ballots to 
defeat him and then he lost only 
by one vote. 
In 1836, the stale legislature 
appointed him Circuit Judge for 
Rush 
County. 
The 
former 
constitution 
required 
circuit 
judges to be elected by the 
legislature and two assistants 
elected by the voters, it was 
sort of a chock and balance 
system, which seemed, to work. 
Bigler’s title was “President of 
the Eastern Circuit Court.” His 
term was for seven years. He 
didn’t serve his Lull term due 
to 
his 
election 
as 
Chief 
Executive in 1840.. 
He was nominated to run 
a g a i n s t Democrat General 
Tilghmai A. Howard, The Whig 
strategy wras to tie Bigger to 
William Henry Harrison. The 
Hoosier elections were held in 
August so that the national 
ticket had some idea of what 
to expect in November. On July 
21, 
1840, the Indiana Journal 
asked, “Are General Harrison’s 
friends In Indiana fully sensible 
how greatly the presidential 
election is to be effected by the 
result 
of 
the 
election 
for 
governor In August?” 
Bigger 
stumped 
the 
state. 
Political 
rallies 
were 
social 
oocasions as well. The 
1840 
cam.pai,gn was the “'Log' Cabin 
Campaign.” A special flag had 
been devised for the Whigs. It 
showed a log cabin and a. barrel 
of hard cider. The Indianapolis 
Journal noted in its coverage 
of a Bigger rally, ‘ Another flag 
—depicted a log cabin and a bar­ 
rel of hard cider. We were not 
put off with the mere picture of 
a barrel of hard cider on the 
flag; a couple of barrels were 
tapped, and their contents re­ 
ceived strict attention.’’

The 
new 
governor faced staggering state 
financial problems. There was 
a state debt of over $ 18,000,000 
The 
legislature 
wanted 
to 
repudiate the debt which meant 
thousands of people would lose

mitment to the state. Bigger 
fought the iegiilature on the 
isauft and won. But he was 
unable to erase the debt. 
As governor he made two 
major 
contribution». 
At 
hi» 
insistence the infamous debtor’s 
prison system was abolished. 
No longer would a poor man 
unable to pay a 'debt be cast 
into prison and forgotten. He 
could now work off his debt in 
some honorable way. 
Governor Bigger was man­ 
dated by the General Assembly 
to compile and revise the state's 
laws. He did this in such • 
'thorough 
manner 
that 
his 
revision was passed by the 
assembly 
unanimously 
with 
very few amendments, 
In 1843 he was defeated for 
r e - e l e c t i o n . Probably his 
inability to eliminate or reduce 
the state debt was a factor in 
his loss of office. He retired 
from public life and moved to 
Fort Wayne. He lived his life 
in the Summit City just as he 
had in Rushville. He practiced 
law. He was a Ruling Elder 
and Choir Director at the First 
Presbyterian Church. 
On September 9, 1846 he died 
suddenly at the age of forty- 
five. He was buried in Broad­ 
way Cemetery in Fort Wayne. 
The cemetery fail .into disuse 
and many graves were moved. 
The Cemetery became a park 
through which ran city streets. 
In 1923, Bigger’s isolated grave 
was discovered, a marker was 
placed on it and it was fenced 
in. 
For many years Governor 
Bigger’s likeness adorned the 
lobby of the English Hotel in 
Indianapolis. When the hotel 
was 
demolished 
the 
Rush 
County Historical S oc i e t y 
bought the 
bust and 
it is 
mounted on the front of the 
R u s h 
County 
Historical 
Museum. It is Rush County’s 
only 
tribute 
to a 
former 
distinguished citizen who at­ 
tained the highest office in.

Energy Caused

Hardest hit in the state has 
been Elkhart where 5,300 people 
filed unemployment insurance 
claims in connection with, t h e 
shortage on Jan. 26. That num­ 
ber dropped to 4,150 by last Sat­ 
urday, officials said.

During election years, absen­ 
teeism is so widespread that 
former Senator Margaret Chase 
Smith of Maine once seriously

Congress 
fire 
goldbrieking members with a 
rule 
calling 
for 
automatic 
expulsion of laumers who fail 
to vote at least 40 per cent of 
the time.
